The blonde band babe 
nestles herself id a kelly green chair 
that composes part of a hotel lobby.

A few minutes later. Price 
Coe joins his wife to check out the 
latest groupies from Shelton State. 

"So you guys are from Shel- 
ton State." he echoes, "We are, too.*' 

""He went to school there 
and I did for one quarter. I couldnt 
deal with it." Jann laughs. 

''Yeah, I went for over a 
year and a half* So, is old Mr. ..." 



"A lot of hard work and 
pcrscrvcrance has brough t us to where 
we are/ Jann says. "My husband and 
I own the band. He really started it; 
it's a culmination of two or three 
different bands, 

"We started with a band 
named Kauloosa that played in North- 
port and Tuscaloosa quite a bit. We 
left and decided to join up with a band 
called Pegasus Rocks in North Caro- 
lina," she says. The band toured for a 
year and a half, but the Coes decided 
to get their own band together — 
taking members of Pegasus Rocks to 
begin the project. 

They returned home to 
Tuscaloosa to begin working on the 
new five-member band. " We loaded 
up all of our equipment in my par- 
ents's basement and rehearsed for 
many weeks," Jann recalls. "We even 
lived there for a time. The entire band 
just camped out in their basement" 

Jann also aiiributes the con- 
tinued success of Harlequinn Angel 
to her parents. Their support includes 
putUng a second mortgage on their 



home during the band's earliest stages. 

Harlequinn Angel's main 
and present concentration is trying to 
capture the commercial market. 
"We*re planning on going into the 
studio this fall and either recording an 
EP (six to eight songs) or an album. 
Videos are definitely in the plan too," 
she says- 

''WeVe akeady started pol- 
ishing our original songs. Afterwards, 
we want to shop around for a record 
label and try to get our music on the 
radio/' The band already includes 
several of its original songs (most 
nolably "Dream Baby") between its 
cover sets, "With the exc^don of the 
drummer and myself* they bring it to 
us and we add our own ideas.
